ecision in 


lremier Sifton and Attorney-geu- 
eral Mitchell yesterday afternoon de- 
clined to grant the request of the min- 
ers representatives from Lellevue, for 
a special commission to investigate 
the mine disaster at Lelleyue. In- 
stead, the government uitve recom- 
mended that a new jury be selected, 
and the investigation will proceed un- 
der the direction of the coronor, on 
January 3rd. 

The premier stated to the miners’ 
representatives that the coronor's in- 
vestigation was part of the criminal 
law, and had to proceed, and could 
not be superceded by a commission, 
If the miners desired any further in- 
vestigation after the coronor’s jury 
liad concluded, they could come to the 
attorney-general’s department. The 
apointment of a commission would 
then be considered. ‘he mines at 
Bellevue will be closed down during 
the investigation, and will not be re- 
opened until a special order has been 
issued by Provincial Mine Inspector 
Sterling. 

Clement Stubbs, vice-president of 
district 18 of the United Mine work- 
ers, and W. J. Carter, local secretary 
at Bellevue, together with their law- 
yer, Ji. A. Mackie, waited upon Pre- 
mier Sifton and Attorney-general Mit- 
chell yesterday afternoon, and the 
conference that followed resulted in 
the above announcement, 

Premier Sifton also anounced to the 
delegation that he would early con- 
sider the appointment of a commis- 
sion to investigate the matter of mine 
regulation, in accordance with his 
announcement in the legislature. 

The miners’ representatives are dis- 
appointed in the refusal of their re- 
quest for a commission to investigate 
the Bellevue disaster. The union re- 
presentatives feel. that if there had 
been” increased protection in the 
mines at Bellevue, as provided by the 
bills brought. forward by Chas. 
O:Brien,!the Socialist member, the 
disaster would never have occurred. 
They urged upon the. premier that 
early steps be taken to provide for 
legislation along those lites. ° 

Mr. Stubbs is emphatic in the de- 
claration that if there had been separ- 
ate travelling ways in the Bellevue 
mines, as provided in Mr. O’Brien’s 
bill, many of the men killed in the 
disaster, would have been able to ¢s- 
cape. td iet

Could be Told of the Work 


If you happen to pick up the report 
of the Superintendent of Neglected 
Children of Alberta, for the year 1909, 
just issued, you will find staring at 
you from the fly leaf of the book- 
let, the picture of a very. pathetic 
little figure. It is the picture of a 
ten year old, very much neglected, 
juvenile, in whose particular case, the 
public is furnished with a concrete 
example of the work that the Superin- 
tendent of Neglected Children and 
his staff are doing in the way of 
bringing regeneration to many hun- 
dreds of delinquents and placing them 
in-an environment that will make of 
them model citizens of Alberta. 

The Capital reproduces the picture. 
The history of the little lad who 
stares up at you from the print, is one 
of the most interesting of the human 
interest stories that the Superintend- 
ent gathers around him day — after 
day, 

The picture shows the youth. as 
Mr. Chadwick first found him, in rags 
and tatters, after many months of 
wandering among the construction 
camps of the Grand Trunk Pacilic 
west of Hdmonton. 

One chilly antumn day in 1909, the 
lad stumbled into ene of the construc. 
tion camps on the grade, 

“Kin yuh gimme a job?” 

The big railway contractor, thus ac- 
costed, looked down in some. sur- 
prise at the small youth, with the 
appealing brown eyes and the flash- 
ing smile of good nature. 

“Where'd you come from, little fel- 
ler? 

“Down the grade,” was the sturdy 
response, as the boy pointed away 
east toward Edmonton. 

“Tramp it?” ; 

“Yep,” the boy’s tattered clothing 
and dishevelled appearance bore, evi- 
dence of the fact. 

That is something of the manner in 
which the little boy with the appeal- 
ing eyes was wont to approach grad- 
ers. t 
of the rough construction men, with 
his good natured smile, and willing 
ways, and incidentally won the right 
to exist among the camps, by his 
cheerful and uncomplaining way _ of 
doing odd jabs for everybody. After 


We won his way into the hearts! 


a while the graders learned the his- 
tory of the boy. 

He had come from the homestead 
of his father many miles. south of 
Edmonton. His father had brought 
him up to the grading camps, where 
he had. cruelly deserted him. Aban- 
doned by the only friend he had in 
the strange new surroundings, — the 
boy sturdily set out to earn his own 
living as best he might. 

For many months he followed the 
graders. Sometimes he drove the 
horses on the grade, carried water for 
the men, ran messages for the bosces, 
other times he did odd jobs for the 
cookees. He slept where he could 
find a spot out of the way, he ate 
what he could get, he wore whit 
scraps of clothing were cast away by 
the graders. Thus he lived the life 
of a roustabout, learning much that 
was. good, and everything, that was 
bad. 

It was after he had been living 
among the bridge builders at the 
Pembina river for some: time that the 
superintendent found him, and drag- 
ged him from the depths of his mis- 
erable life he had: become buried in, 
and set him on the bright path to- 
ward a brilliant future. 

Mr. Chadwick brought the boy to 
Edmonton. He had no home to go 
to, for he had net seen his father 
for. months, and. had long outgrown 
any desire for the restraints of home 
life. He had not had a decent meal 
for many weeks. His clothes were 
falling from him, and his — childish 
face, with the big, appealing eyes, was 
pinched from hunger and lack of pro- 
per nourishment. Altogether he was 
i sorry figure, and he was also un- 
moral. He knew neither right nor 
wrong. 

Mr. Chadwick did with him, what 
he is doing with every similar case. 
He put the boy in charge of a big- 
hearted, country merchant who read- 
ily adopted him. 

The Regeneration 

That was over a year ago. Yes- 
terday, the boy walked into the of- 
fices of the superintendent. He was 
dressed in a neat suit, his face was 
clean, his hair combed, and more- 
over he had the alert, keen air of 2 


youth of intelligence, The re-genera- 
tion had been accomplished. Today 
the boy is living a life of usefulness, 
aad his parent of adoption is proud 
cf him. His report from school 
reads “lixcellent.” | Wis manners are 
the maners of a thoroughbred. He 
tulks intelligently. © His adopted pa- 
rent tells the superintendent that the 
Loy is his right hand man in the store. 
Nicked from the gutter of a miserable 
existence, the boy is starting on the 
upward path of progress, and his 
talents and his capabilities have now 
the opportunity of development. Tle 
is a coming “citizen, 

‘hat is only one story of,a hun- 
cred that Mr. Chadwick can tell of 
lis work. He is handling cases like 
that every day. Every week  in-the 
year, he picks some pathetic, neglect: 
cd little bundle of humanity from the 
putter and starts the work of regen- 
cration. 

Under what method that work of 
regeneration is carried on is best told 
in Mr. Chadwick's own words, as 
guoted from his report. 

The Problem in Alberta. 

“No country in the world affords a 
better field for the solution of the 
problem of the dependent and delin- 
auent child than does this province. 
Many people are to be found who are 
able and willing to receive as_ their 
own children those who are in need 
of homes. ‘The Children's Aid Socie- 
ty of Winnipeg sent a large number 
of children to the province of Alberta 
last. year, while the American and 
British Societies for child protection 
and child immigration have ‘ found 
homes for some hundreds of children 
in Alberta. 

“The difficulty is not in finding a 
home but in knowing that the home 
is the right-one for the child, and 
in keeping in close touch with the 
home until such time as the condi- 
tions warrant the absolute confidence 
of the department in the ability of 
the foster parents to fulfil tle condi- 
tions of their agreement. 

“Children’s Aid Societies have been 
organized iin) Calgary, Edmonton, 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat during 
the past year, and are doing excel- 
lent work in the carrying out of the 
objects of the Children’s Protection 
Act. 

“Calgary and Tdmonton have 
agents in the field looking after the 
interests of abused and neglected 
children, and arrangements have been 
made in both cities for the care of 
children in need of the protection 
afforded by'a Children’s Society.

Our English word confidence is a 

synonyn for faith. It is very pretty 
thought that we should not cast away 
our faith, but hold firmly to it and 
gain a reward, This thought is ex- 
pressed elsewhere in the Scriptures, 
but it is not the thought of our text. 
Hero the word confidence more proper- 
ly signifies assurance or out-spoken- 
ness, courageous presentation of n mes: 
sage not always kindly received. The 
Apostlo is urging the followers of 
Christ to be of good courage, or, in 
the language Gf the Saviour, that they 
; should not put their “light under a 
| bushel, but on a candlestick,” where 
it would shine out for the blessing of 
men. 

There is a practical side to the Gos- 
pel. Mverything enjoined upon the 
followers of Christ and all their try- 
ing experiences in life are wisely in- 
tended to work out for them character- 
developmnent of good, firm, fine tex- 
ture. It is a mistake to think, as 
some of us have thought in the past, 
that it. is the will of God that we 
should merely hear of Christ and give 
a nominal assent to the message of his 
death as our Redeemer and turn from 
outward forms of sin—and then, con- 
tented with our progress, help others 
to the same low standards. 

Quite to the contrary, the teachings 
of Jesus and his Apostles ignore the 
world as a whole and merely seek for 

a special class with hearing ears and 
capone hearts. The Gospel mes- 
sags set forth in the Bible knows 
nothing of the ordinary mission work 
of rescuing drunkards and harlots and 
the profane. While not refusing pub- 
licams and harlots it did not go about 
seeking them. It waited for them to 
seek for righteousness and, as the 
“Master said, ‘‘No man can come unto 
mo except the Father which sent me 
draw him” “‘and whosoever cometh 
unto me I will in no wise cast out” 
(John vi, 37, 44, 65). As u matter 
of fact, those who came to the Mus- 
ter and those who have been interest, 
od in his message ever since, have 
not, in any large proportion, been the 
rich, the : great, the learned, the no- 
ble, according to the course of Sis 
world, but chiefly the poor, rich in 
faith toward our God. 

Take as an illustration St. Paul’s 
eourse when he went to Athens. We 
do not find that he started a mission 
Sunday School and offered the chil- 
dren the prospects of a pienic or a 
Sunday School treat, in order to gath- 
er them for a half hour’s talk about 
nothing, “To keep ihem off the 
atreet.” Neither did he seek out the 
drunkards in the slums and establish 
4 slum mission. On the contrary he 
sought the ear of the intelligent 
¢elasses, the thinking classes, irrespee- 
tive of their wealth, or station, Why? 
Because he had a message—a message 
which children could not understand ; 


Va message which drunkards were in- 


capacilated -from understanding; a 
inessage which should appeal, 1: at 
all, to the Lest people of Athens, whe- 
ther rich or poor. 

Have we not had, to a considerable 

extent, the wrong idea? Are we wiser 
than the Lord and the Apostles and 
able to give them pointers as to meth- 
ods instead of following their exam- 
‘ple, as we wero instructed to do? 
They proclaimed the Second Coming 
oi Messiah and the estublishment of 
his Kingdom. They preached that the 
very object of his Reign of Righteous- 
ness for a thousand years will be the 
putting down of sin in its every form 
and the lifting up of poor, fallen hu- 
manily. They taught that there was 
danger of attempting to mako a prose- 
lyte and really doing more harm than 
good thereby. They taught that the 
special work to which God’s people 
are now commissioned as ministers or 
servants of Christ in the proclaiming 
of the Gospel—“the Good Tidings of 
the Kingdom’’—not tho proclaiming of 
eternal torment nor the attempt to 
drive the world of mankind from sin 
through, fear. ‘They taught that the 
work of this present Age is the selec- 
tion from amongst mankind of the 
Bride class, to be Messiah’s associates 
in his Kingdom, for the blessing of 
all the'world. It is this message of 
the goodness of God that our text de- 
clares should be proclaimed with cour- 
age, with boldness, with outspoken- 
ness. 
* St. Paul is criticizing some who had 
for quite a time been Christians and 
who had been granted large opportuni- 
ties for growth in grace and knowl- 
edge. He says to these, “Por the time 
ye "ought to be teachers, but ye need 
that: one teach you again which be 
the first principles of the/dactrino of 
Christ.” They had lost the first prin- 
ciples, They had gotten’ entangled 
with vain philosophies and their spir- 
ituality was at a low.ebb. Conditions 
are very similar to-day. After eighteen 
centuries of Divine instruction and 
with the wonderful Bibles now at our 
command and with helps for Bible 
study, what manner of Christians 
ought we to be—in faith, in love, in 
obedience, in courage! 


St. Paul points out the necessity for 
the Lord’s people to assemble them- 
selves. together for fellowship and for 
the study of his Word and to provoke 
one another to love and good works. 
Tho necessity for this, he suggests, is 
that sin on the part of those who 
have received 4 encourage of the 
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matter than the same conduct would 
have been before they cam e into the 
precious relationship of spirit-begotten 
children of God. He says, “Por if we 

sin after that we have received a 
knowledge of the Truth, there remain- 
eth no more a sacrifice for sins, but 
a certain fearful looking for of con- 
demnation and fiery indignation which 
shall devour us as God’s adversaries” 

(verses 26, 27). 

Have we grasped the import of the 
thought? It signifies that those of us 
who have ueeepted the Divine terms 
and entered the family of God will 
have no future opportunity in another | 
life. We must either make our ‘‘call- 
ing and election sure’ under the 
terms of the call, as accepted, or be 


ing—as fit for the Second Death—an- 
nihilation. He who'despised Moses’ 
Law died without merey. But he who, 
having come to a clear knowledge of 
the ‘Truth, shall be found a willing 
sinner, will not only be cut off-from a 
further opportunity in the present 
Age, but be everlastingly cut off from 
life, destroyed. “God is able to de- 
stroy both soul and body’—the pres- 
ent life and our future hope. These 
thoughts should imuake very earnest, 
very diligent, all who havo aecepted 
Christ aud been aceepted by him. 
These things were written, not only 


for the Hebrew Christians of. St. 
Paul’s day, but intended by the Holy 
Spirit for all the household of faith. 
We should not rock ourselves to sleep, 
nor, give to cath other opiates. While 
the world is not yet on trial for eter- 
nal life, the Church is now being eter- 
ed—for life or death eternal, The 
thought should Sober us. «As the 


Apostle suggests, “Be diligent, be sob- 
er,” be inithful, "following in the foot- 
steps of Jesus. 

But St. Paul or, rather, the Holy 
Spirit through him, took cognizance 
of the fact. that the. Lord’s people are 
in a tvorld that is ‘no friend to grace 
to help them on to God.” ‘The Apostle 
recognized that we might become dis- 
couraged with our own faults and 
weaknesses. FElence, after earnestly 
exhorting to faithlessness and energy 
and after pointing out the dangers of 
slothfulness and of being over-charged , 
with the cures of this life and the “de- 
ceitfulness of richos and thus losing 
the spirit of Christ, he turns from this 
threatening attitude and uses encour- 
aging words. 

Ho Says, “Call to mind the former 
days in which, following your illumi- 
nation of the Holy Spirit, you endur- 
ed a great fight of aMliction.” St. 
Paul’s intimation is that at that tinse, 
whilo suffering persecutions, the bre- 
thren were really in a better, more 
alive, spiritual condition than’ later. 
The prosperity, privileges, freedom 
from persecution enjoyed, had made 
them slothful and less courageous. He 
would have them and us call to mind 
the victories won in the past, that we 
might have courage for the present 
and the future., How: gracious, how 
helpful, are all the provisions of our 
God for those who now hear his call 
and seek to walk in Jesus’ steps! To 
these he guarantees that every experi- 
ence of life which his providence shall 
permit shall work for good, for bless- 
ing, for vnluable experience and edu- 
cation along lines of righteousness 
and character-development, 

In time of war not all can go forth 
as soldiers. Some, unfit for such ser- 
vice, may perform a useful part at 
home supporting, encouraging, send- 
ing supplies to those ut the front, ete. 
And so it is in the army of the Lord;. 
Jesus is the Captain of all those who 
voluntarily: enlist as soldiers of the 
cross to battle aguinst sin, especially 
in themselves—fighting a “good fight 
of faith’ and overcoming the spirit 
of the world which surges all about 
them, threatening to overwhelm them 
as New Creatures in Christ. 


St. Paul intimates a strong persecu- 
tion; openly manifested by the world- 
ly- spirited, Satan deceived people of 
God. He says: ‘Ye endured a great 
fight of afflictions, partly whilst ye 
were made a gazing stock both by re- 
proaches and afflictions and_ partly 
whilst ye hecame = companions 
of them that were so used. For ye 
had compassion of me in my _ bonds, 
and took joyfully the spoiling of your 
goods” (verses 32-34), 


St. Paul and others prominent 
amongst the Lord’s followers naturally, 
would reeeive the brunt of Satan’s 
attacks. It is presumed that the Epis- 
tle of which our text is a part was 
written while St. Paul was a prisoner 
at Rome. Fellow Jews, so far from 
being sympathetic for a countryman, 
reproached him as a traitor, unortho- 
dox, seeking to tear down the work 
of God and to ignore the Divine pro- 
mises belonging to Israel and _ their 
sacred traditions. By the Romans, 
too, he was regarded with suspicion, 
as one giving allegiance to another 
King, Jesus, and not therefore dispos- 
ed to use his Roman citizenship spe- 
ciully for the pride and glory of the 
Empire. St. Paul declares that thus 
himself and those who espouse the 
ause of the Lord are despised and 
rejected by all. He says that we are 
counted as the filth and offscouring of 
the earth—that which nobody cares 
for or values, but which all would 
like to get rid of, as the darkness al- 
ways hates the light and seeks to 
quench it and reigns completely only 
when all lights are extinguished. 
Christians, far ond near, cither by 
expressing sympathy for the Apostle or 
fellowshipping. with him, or by de- 
fending him from the unjust and ma. 
licious. slanders circulated against 
him, thereby exposed themselves to 
similar reproaches and disesteem, op- 
position from their neighbors, ete.

Roman Emperors. It declares, for in- 
stunce, that to gratify his depraved 
mind Nero, the Emperor, caused a 
certain portion of the city of Rome 
to be burned by incendiaries and that 
when he found how angry the people 
were he blamed the entire matter upon 
the inoffensive Christians—partly, no 
doubt, because these had no friends, 
cither at court or amongst the people. 
They could be blamed with impunity 
and the Nmperor’s own vicious crim- 
inality would thus be hidden. On this 
account hundreds of Christians were 
publicly and brutally put to death. 
Poor human nature finds it diflicuit 
to stand alone with God and with the 
few who are on his side—the side of 
righteousness and truth. When, addi- 
tionally, there comes persecution it 
tries their hearts, proves their loyat- 
ty. This is exactly what the Lord de- 
signs. He is now seeking a special 
class of overcomers to be joint-heirs 
with his Son on the spirit plane as 
the Bride of Messiah. .Through these 
he intends shortly to grant to Israel 
and, through Israel, tu‘all) mankind 
glorious blessings of instruction and 
restitution. ‘To be, qualified to thus 
serve in the instruction and uplifting 
of humanity it is necessary that these 
ealled ones should be of strong chuar- 
acter—copies of their Master, in the 
(spirit of their minds. ‘To these he 
says, “To him that overcometh will I 
grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even as 1 also overcame, and am set 
throne” 


(Rev. iii, 21). 

We can readily see how some of the 
more prominent followers of the Lord 
who suffered martyrdom because of 
their loyalty to the principles of 
righteousness and to the name of Je- 
sus would be accounted overcomers 
and members of the Kingdom class. 
But sometimes it is difficult for us to 

iscern clearly how the less promi- 
nent, less persecuted ones stand with 
God. St. Paul’s argument proves that 
they stand well -- that God counts 
them in as martyrs, as faithful unto 
death, if they have the martyr spirit, 
it they are loyal, courageous for the 
Truth, even though they never seal 
their testimony at the stake, even 
though they never are counted worthy 
of open, or public opposition or perse- 
cution, Here is an encouragement for 
all and this is exactly what St. Paul 
would stimulate us to in the words of 
our text. 

He says, “Cast not away, tercfore, 
your outspokenness, which hath great 
recompense of reward.’”’ ‘The Lord has 
not prumised a erent reward to us for 
merely believing, merely trusting, and 
in a cowardly manner keeping our 
light hidden, lest its exposure should 
bring to us persecution or reproach. 
He seeketh not such. Such will not be 
counted worthy of a place in the!) King- 
dom which is to bless the world. 

St. Paul elsewhere declares, ‘‘If we 
deny him, he will also deny us’”’ (II. 
Timothy ii, 12). If we have accepted 
the Lord as our Counsellor, Guide, 
Cuptain, Teacher, Exemplar, Bride 
groom, he expects of..us courage to 
confess him as such and on all suit- 
able and proper. occasions to let our 
light so shine before men that they 
may see our good works and glorify 
our Father which is in heaven” 
(Matthew v, 16). Our good works are 
to so accord with the Master’s teach- 
ing that, however we muy be repre- 
sented by others, ull who know us in- 
timately will tako knowledge of us 
that we have been with.Jesus and 
have learned of him. They should 
also see that our courage, ouY bold- 
ness, our vutspokenness, is not a de- 
aire to preach ourselves, not vainglory 
in ourselves, but that, on the con. 
trary, we preach Christ and the glor- 
ious message of his Word, which al 
ways has brought opposition and per. 
secation from the Adversary and from 
all who are under his binding influ. 
ence. 

Every faithful follower of Jesus 
must be 2 confessor—must show his 
colors. We do not mean by this that 


‘he must be belligerent and fight a 


carnal warfare, either with swords o1 
spears or hands or tongue. On the 
contrary, like his Master, he must ever 
be alert to do good. His orders fron, 
tho Captain are, “Speak evil of no 
man.’”?. What he must speak forth and 
show forth by ‘his life is the doctrine 
of Christ—the Truth, the Light, in 
contrast with the prevailing Error and 
Darkness. 

The reward which the Scriptures 
hold before our eyes of faith is su 
great that, to the worldly, it seems 
foolish to believe in it.. It is to con- 
sist of a share with our Lord in his 
glory, honor and immortality; in his 
Mediatorial Kingdom soon to be es. 
tablished; in his great work as the 
Mediator of the New Covenant in 


‘granting Divine blessings, through the 


merit of the better sacrifices, to the 
people of Israel and eventually 
through them to all mankind. Not all 
have a knowledge of this great reward; 
not all, therefore, have the encourage- 
ment to faithfulness which this knowl- 
cdge inspires. Not all even have the 
eurs to hear. It is written, ‘Tho se- 
eret of the Lord is with them that 
fear him and he will show them his 
Covenant” (Psalm xxv, 14).

The street railway conductor who 
makes a practice of “knocking down’ 
is a rare find nowadays, according Lo 
the statements otf * ‘spotters” who earn 


from $5 to $7 a day for keeping their 
eyes open while riding on street cars. 

The spotters, generally furnished oy 
an agency, and often on a contrac 
basis, undergo training as detectives 
before they become experts, Always 
they are strangers to the motormen 
and conductors, and when employed 
by steam or interurban railroads must 
be unknown to the trainmen. 

‘The average wage earner might con- 
sider it easy money, but when one 
stops to consider the real work the 
spotter gets in during the twelve or 
fourteen hours the snap idea is soon 
forgotten. It is a hard task to decide 
between the careless conductor and

of enlarging such committees to soc- 
iaties as the need arises. Fortunate- 
ly, most of the committees so organ- 
ized have not been called upon to do 
much active work in prosecution of 
parents or guardians for the neglect 
or abuse of children, their efforts as 
arule being confined to the finding 
and reporting on possible foster 
homes: for children who have been 
made over to the care of the depart- 
ment, by order of the court, or by 
parents or guardians who have prov- 
ed unable or incompetent to provide 
for such children. 


Preventive Measures 

In cases of child neglect and crucl- 
ty, a warning from the local Child- 
ten’s Aid Society and committee or 
from this office has been sufficient to 
change the whole condition of — the 
home and the treatment of the chil- 
dren. All Children’s Aid Societies 
and committees throughout the pro- 
vince are instructed to use every 
means within their power to improve 
the home conditions before taking 
the matter to the court or making an 
application for the care or custody 
of children. Cases have been taken 
to court and released with the un- 
derstanding that the home should be 
under the supervision of the local 
agent, and this has, as a rule, resulted 
in a decided improvement and in the 
sending of truant children to school 
or in the steadying up of loose or idle 
parents to the place where they are 
self-respecting and considerate of the 
children’s future. 

“In many cases of child neglect 
through poverty, work has been ob- 
tained. for the parents and for the 
older children and’ in’ cases of sick- 


ness funds have been provided for 
the temporary relief of the family. 

“Defective children present the 
most serious child problem that is be- 
ing faced at the present time in Al- 
berta. T*ortunately, the number is 
very small, there being aside from 
deaf, dumb and blind children about 
twenty such children in the province. 

“The parents of these children are, 
as a rule, too poor and too ignoraut 
to take proper care of them. Among 
the cases coming te the attention of 
this department there are several 
cases of idiocy, two or three of cret- 
inism, as well as other forms of men- 
tal and physical degeneracy, demand- 
ing the highest form of medical skill 
an dexpert knowledge. 

Probation 

“The best work acomplished by 
the department since its inception is 
the preventive ‘ work carried on 
through the co-operation of the vari- 
ous police departments of the towas 
and cities of the province, the N. W. 
M. Police and the parents of the 
children involved. 

“When a child makes its first break 
over the border into delinquency, the 
parent is requested to call with the 
child at the local office of the chief 
of police or Children’s Aid Society 
and talk things over. Home cond- 
tions, studies and companionships are 
discussed and the suggestion made 
that the child be put on probation for 
an indefinite time to report. either 
to the Chief of Police, or to some 
competent party who has the interest 
of the child at heart. . 

“The child signs an Agreement 
with the Police to behave and keep 
out of mischief; the parent signs his 
consent to his child’s reporting, and 
if an Outside Probation Officer — is 
used, he too attaches his name to the 
agreement to help keep the child on 
the right track. 

“The parent is then supplied with 
a number of cards showing a full 
week for report on conduct, and time 
retired each day. These are ‘count- 
ersigned by the probation officer and 
relurned to the office in Edmonton 
each week. : 

“In the event of a series of good 
weeks, a letter of congratulation ‘5 
sent to the child, and in the event 
of bad records, a letter of rezret and 
censure is forwarded. 

“When the parents give their co- 
operation to this plan, probation — is 
the most sucessful way of handling 
the borderland on delinquency yet 
discovered. 

This plan puts within the power 
of the probation officer the super- 
vision of the home, the breaking up of 
bad companionship and the reform- 
iug of bad habits. It gives him an 
opportunity to come in close contact 
with the child at his most impres- 
sionable time, and to impress him 
with an influence that he will carry 
for life. 

“Probation is useless in cases of 
hardened habitual offenders. They 
regard it in the same light as ‘‘sus- 


pended sentence,” aid fail to report 
to their officer promptly. 

Care and common sense have to be 
used in placing children on proba- 
tion, in) order that only first offend- 
ers or borderers on delinquency may 
have its advantages, i 

“Over four hundred children have 
been dealt with by this plan during 
the last year, and only twenty of 
them were taken before the courts of 
the province for second offences, 

Home Finding 

“A good family home is far better 
for a homeless child than an institu- 
tion, Physical health, industrial 
training, normal social environment, 
rooted affections and virtues, access 
to the avenues of success are some 
of the conditions which are offered 
by the normal home and which are 
anchors that hold such children to 
the possibility of good citizenship in 
later life. 

“Investigation, careful record and 
thorough supervision are the found - 
tions of this work. ‘The investigation 
is made by first asking the parties 
desiring to receive a child to ‘make 
a statement of their ability to’ pro- 
vide for such a child, and their reas- 


ons or motives for so doing, A°: 


blank form is sent to such persons on 
which is recorded the church relation- 
ship, the size of farm or property, 
their distance from school and rail- 
road station, occupation, number and 
ages of persons in the family, and 
of hired help, and whether the child 
is to be considered as one of the 
family in every way or not. 

“The investigation is carried far- 
ther by reports sent to at least three 
other résponsible parties, who must 
vouch for the character and_ ability 
of the applicant. 

“The third step is the visit of some 


one from the department, whose 
duty it is to verify impressions, seck 
other sources of information and re- 
port fully on the conditions found in 
the home. 


“The investigation is continued by 
visits of supervision at unstated pe- 
tiods and by written reports which 
are sent in, cither by the pastor or 
physician of the family, once every. 
three or four months. 

“The general public is little aware 
of the immense amount of work and 
care necessary for the proper placing 
of a child in a foster home. ©The 
investigations into the conditions of; 
the homes and the motives cf the ap- 
plicants for the receiving of a child, 
frequently reveal the lowest types of 
avaricious natures.” 

“About twenty per cent of the 
children placed are misfits, and have 
to be handled the second or some- 
times the third and fourth time, be- 
fore a suitable home is found. This 
entails much work and careful study 
of the child is made, in order that its 
peculiar trait may be discovered and 
watched over until it has become 
normal.”
